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There  have  been  more  financial  crises  at  KPFA  than  its 
staff  can  readily  remember .   Another  is  at  hand.   This 
time,  for  the  refreshing  change  it  provides,  there  will 
be  no  talk  of  deadlines*   But  a  serious  campaign  is  a- 
bout  to  begin.  Any  unusual  noises  accompanying  the

ing of  energy  for  this  purpose* 

The  problems  and  progress  of  the  KPFA  project  are 
fairly  definite.  A  recent  poll  showed  that  approxima- 
tely 4l%   of  the  potential  FK  audience  in  the  station's 
primary  signal  area  are  subscribers.  It  showed  also 
how  very  small  that  potential  audience  is.   The  listen- 
er-sponsorship plan  is  based  on  an  expectation  of  1^ 
to  2%   subscription  response  from  the  potential  aud- 
ience.  To  reach  an  audience  which  will  support  its 
operation  with  that  percentage  of  response,  KPFA  must 
either  install  very  powerful  FxJ  facilities  reaching 
most  of  Northern  California,  or  AM  facilities  which
